| P.).—With all the pomp and splen- 
dor traditionally attending imperial 
and sacred ceremonies in the Ori- 
ent, the funeral rites of the late 
Emperor Yi of Korea were carried 
out today under guard of thousands 
of Japanese troops, police and gen- 
darmes. It is estimated that up- 
ward of 100,000 persons lined the 
route of the procession. 

Despite the solemnity of the occa- 
sion and the heavy guard, it was 
impossible to prevent disturbances. 
|More than 300 students were ar- 
| rested and several spectators were 
injured when they were trampled 
iby the excited crowds who displayed 
sympathy with the demonstration 
'amid frequent cries of “Banzai for 
| Korean independence.” 

From the palace the long proces- 
'sion moved with the body through 
‘the pavilion on the parade grounds 
labout a mile away, where funeral 
state rites were performed, after 
‘which the body was started on its 

last journey to Kinkoku, about 14 
miles from Seoul.

SURETY COMMISSION 
NOW GOES TO WARD 


Justice Siddons Warns the 
Trustees to. Observe 
Rules of Duty. 


Commissioner Fenning’s self- 
bonding practice was disapproved 
by Justice Frederick L. Siddons, of 
the District Supreme court, yester- 
day. In a ruling substantially up- 
holding that of Auditor Herbert L. 
Davis, Justice Siddons directed that 
half the fee sought by Mr. Fenning 
for his services as guardian and the 
25 per cent commission on the bond 
“Which he sold himself be dented. 


Justice Siddons’ decision revolved 
on the case of Adolph Adler, one of 
Mr. Fenning’s wards recently trans- 
ferred to the custody of his father. 

There was no evidence of fraud 
or “‘gross negligence” prepentod in 
the case, Justice Siddons held, but, 
“‘for the purpose of a warning that 
trustees must observe those rules 
of duty” f4@ down by authorities 
which the justice cited, the re- 
quested commission was cut in 
half. 


Fees Go to Ward. 


Anditor Davis had recommended 
that all commission be denied and 
that Mr. Fenning be required to 
pay the whole bond premium. This 
latter phase of Mr. Davis’ decision 
turned on the acceptance of Mr. 
Fenning'’s contention that section 
654 of the District code prohibited 
him from passing his bond com- 
missions on to his wards. 

Justice Siddons pointed out that 
it was not for him to interpret 
this statute, but the effect of his 
decision was against Mr. Fenning's 
contention. Under Justice Siddons’ 
ruling, the bond commission does 
g£° to the ward. 

After citing an abundance of 
authority, Justice Siddons said: 

“In the light of the settled rule 
‘as 80 plainly indicated by the 
authorities cited above, it is clear 
that Mr. Fenning cannot be allowed 
to retain the sum which he received 
as commission from the surety upon 
his bond or undertaking in this case, 
and which sum is one-fourth of the 
amount paid by the estate to the 
surety. 


Hoff Case Cited. 


“The evidence shows, at most, @ 
mistake of judgment or misconcep- 
tion of what his duty as committee 
required of him.”’ Recalling the 
case of 1915 in which Auditor 
Davis first ruled that Mr. Fenning 
could not receive double commis- 
sions, Justice Siddons pointed out 
that in that instance the bonus had 
been set forth in Mr. Fenning’s re- 
port and therefore brought to the 
attention of the court. This was 
the Hoff case. 

‘In doing this in the Hoff case,” 
said Justice Siddons, ‘‘Mr. Fenning 
observed the caution indicated by 
the quotation above from Story, 
section 1675. He would have 
avoided grounds for criticism had 
he followed the course in the 
instant case that he pursued in the 
Hoff case.”’ 


Posible Temptation Seen. 


To Mr. Fenning’s contention that 
the estate of his ward did not suf- 
fer, and that the bonding premium 
would ‘have cost as much with any 
other company, Justice Siddons 
cited the case of White vs. Sherman 
168 Ill., 589, which, he said, was 
predicated upon lines closely re- 
sembling Mr. Fenning’s case. 

“The fact that he was receiving 
commissions,” this decision held, 
‘“‘might have subjected him to a 
temptation to place a larger line of 
insurance than was necessary on 
the trust property.’’ 

Justice Siddons criticized Auditor 
Davis for having called the veterans’ 
bureau into the particular case. 

It is not known whether the case 
will be appealed. The veterans’ bu- 
reau has made known that witn the 
test case once established it will 
seek to open all of the cases of Mr. 
Fenning with which itis con- 
cerned.

Ponzi was to have appeared in 
superior court here early this week 
for resentencing after his appeal to 
the supreme court had failed. The 
court was to have reaffirmed a 
prison sentence of from seven. to 
nine years. He failed to show up.

Discussing the schools, the com- 
mittee reported: 

“Testimony has been presented 

tending to show that the present | 
school board is under the control | 
of one man connected up through | 
financial, business and social rela- | 
tions with a small coterie of citi- | 
zens who appear to be in strategic 
position in control of the govern- | 
ment affairs of the District. It ap-. 
pears from the testimony before us 
that when members of the school 
board are not willing to go along |, 
with a policy as dictated by the | 
controlling power, ways are found | 
to remove or control their activi- 
ties. The only purpose of the 
schools of the District should be 
to educate the children. The 
schools should not be made the 
medium of politics or used to en- 
courage a desire for personal or 
financial gain,’’ 
The committee criticized the con- 
dition which has permitted tax suits, 
against public utilities to remain so | 
long in NHtigation, some of them 
going back as far as 1910. The 
suits involve approximately $1,000,- 
000. There are other outstanding | 
claims against these corporations | 
involving $200,000, the committee | 
found, 

“The subcommittees recommends | 
vigorous prosecution of all the cases | 
involving these taxation matters,’ | 
the report read. “Corporations! 
should be made to pay their taxes} 
as well as the ordinary citizen. 
When they fail to do it they are 
placing upon the taxpayers the bur-. 
den they ought to bear. It would, 
be money well expended if Congress | 
would appropriate liberally for the’ 
employment of the best legal talent. 
available to protect the interests of | 
the people of the District, as it is 
apparent that suits pending against! 
the corporations have not , been, 
prosecuted as expeditiously as they | 
should and as the necessities of the 
District demand.’”’ 


Suggestions 


There has been no evidence even 
touching upon the integrity of 1 
members of the judiciary, the sub- 
committee found, but certain prac- 
tices have grown up which, in the 
opinion of the subcommittee, may 
have caused criticism. 

“Some of the judges received 
salaries for delivering lectures at 
certain law schools in the District, 
the dean of which is a member of 
the bar in active practice. The 
judges so associated should not sit 
in cases in which such officials of 
said law schools appear as counsel. 

‘In the opinion of the subcom- 
mittee, action of the court in ‘ex 
parte proceedings has for some time 
been too drastic and the power of 
punishment for contempt vested in 
the courts has been too severely ex- 
ercised. The subcommittee s6ug- 
gests that the greatest caution 
should be exercised in ex parte pro- 
ceedings, and the power to punish 
for contempt should not be used in- 
directly to imprison a person for 
debt, and that a maximum time in 
punishment for contempt should be 
established by law.”’ 

Pointing out that the © District 
Supreme court judges appoint the 
members of the school board, the 
subcommittee said they should look 
closely into the charges that the 
members so appointed are not re- 
sponsive to the public. 

“Great care’’ should be exercised 
in the appointment of trustees and 
other fiduciaries, the subcommittee 
declares. 

The subcommittee definitely rec- 
ommended the erection of a new 
police court building, the establish- 
ment of a separate probate court, 
annual, instead of biennial assess- 
ments, legislation limiting the num- 
ber of wards any one guardian may 
have, the amount of fees he may re-

Yearly Assessment Urged. 


The present system of assess- 
ments was criticized severely.

SMITH AND ANOTHER TERM, 
Democratic leaders in New York have been 
encouraged to hope that Goy. Alfred E. Smith 


will finally consent to take the gubernatorial 
nomination once more: Several months ago 
the three-times governor declared emphati- 
cally that he would not in any circumstances 
consider another nomination, insisting that he 
must retire to private life as a duty to his 
family. Notwithstanding his ultimatum the 
party leaders persisted in urging him, and now 
it appears their importunities are having their 
effect. At any rate, the governor’s attitude 
seems to be a little less determined than it was 
last January. The Democratic State committee 
met on Wednesday and fixed the date of the 
State convention for September 27, at Syracuse, 
the same day the Republicans will name their 
candidates in Madison Square Garden. At this 
meeting the opinion was general that Gov. 
Smith should head the ticket. The governor did 
not attend the State committee gathering, but 
in talking with some of the leaders he said in 
reply to the question as to whether he would 
not change his mind about becoming a candi- 
date that it was too early to talk about it. 
“This is only June,’ he said. ‘‘It will be nearly 
four months before the State convention as- 
sembles. Many things can happen 
months.’’ 

This was taken to mean that Goy. Al is less 
positive than he was, and Republicans are pro- 
ceeding on the assumption that whoever they 
name for governor will have to beat Smith. 
Political conditions in New York have changed 
somewhat in the last six months. The gov- 
ernor has grown steadily as a national figure. 
The Democratic party in New York is even 
more solidly entrenched than before. Should 
Smith run again and win, which it is believed 
would be virtually certain, he would loom 
larger than ever as a candidate for the presi- 
dential nomination. No man has ever been 
elected governor of New York State four 
times. That proposition would appeal to dele- 
gates in a national convention. A few months 
ago it seemed that by winning another term 
as governor Smith would have little to gain. 
Now it appears that he would have much to 
gain. It is little wonder, therefore, that the 
positive note in the governor's attitude toward 
the nomination is lacking.

LLOYD GEORGE AND ASQUITH. 


The decision arrived at by the liberal mem- | 
bers of the British house of commons on Tues- | 


day seems to make the split in the liberal party 
irrevocable. When the same members 
last week, it was evident that a majority of 
those present were supporters of Lloyd George 
in his conflict with the Earl of Oxford and 
Asquith, but a vote of confidence in the former, 
which was actually proposed, was not pressed 
to a division in order that Lord Oxford might 
be acquainted with the sense of the meeting. 
This information was duly conveyed to Lord 
Oxford, who was further pressed by liberals 
of both sections to seek a yeconciliation with 
Lloyd George, so that the party, weak enough 
already, might not be further divided and 
weakened. These overtures Lord Oxford re- 
jected, and Tuesday’s meeting had, therefore, 
to decide under which banner it would serve. 
By a vote of 20 to 10 it was resolved that 
“the liberal party in the house of commons 
deprecates the publicity given to the differ- 
ences between the liberal leaders, and expresses 
the earnest hope that our leaders will use their 
best endeavors to restore unity in the ranks.’’ 

The adoption of that resolution is an im- 
plied censure on the Earl of Oxford and As- 
quith and an expression of confidence in Lloyd 
George, who retaing the leadership of the lib- 


erals in the house of commons. The matter 


does not end there, however, for the fight will | 


be now transferred to the annual conference 
of the national liberal federation, which is 
scheduled to meet at Weston-super-Mare next 
week. The executive of the federation is domi- 
nated by Asquithians, who will bring forward 
a motion of confidence in their own leader. 
Such a motion would, almost necessarily, im- 
ply a rebuke of Lloyd George, and will there- 
fore be resisted to the utmost by the partisans 
of the Welshman.

Pronounced unsafe for public as- | 
semblage. the First Congregational | 
church, Tenth and G streets north- 
west, was permantly closed yvester- 
dav Until the proposed new 
church is completed, the congrega- 
tion, which includes President Cool- 
idge and many other notables, must 
worship elsewhere. 

Dr. Jason Noble Pierce. pastor 
of the church, last night accepted 
the invitation of Lawrence Beatus, 
manager of Loew’s Palace theater, 
to hold the 11 o'clock service Sun- 
day morning in the theater. The 
service will be conducted by Dr. 
Pierce, and expected that 
President Coolidge and Mrs. Cool- 
idge will attend. 


. 


Joint 


In the evening at 8 o’clock, a 
ioint service for both congregations 
will be held in the New York Ave- 
nue Presbyterian church. As Dr. 
Pierce is leaving for Michigan in 
the -afternaon. his assistant, Dr. 
Don Ivan Patch, will represent the 
irst. Congregational church at the 
ioint services. The sermon will be 
preached by Dr. Joseph R. Sizoo, 
pastor of the New York Avenue 
church, 

At a meeting of church officials 
laat night, a committee was ap- 
pointed to find a building in which 
the congregation may worship 
regularly until the new church is 
completed. The committee con- 
sists of Dr. Pierce and Dr. Carlton 
R. Ball, president of the First 
Congregational society, and five 
trustees. 

The dangerous condition of the 
church was emphasized in spec- 
tacular fashion ten days ago when 
a shower of plaster descended on 
worshipers sitting under the gal- 
lery and rendered one woman un- 
conscious. The distinguished Brit- 
ish preacher, Dr. Samuel W. 
Hughes, was delivering a sermon 
at the time. 


Evening Service. 


Structure Inspected. 


An inspection of the church was 
made immediately after this in- 
cident, and Col. John W. Oehmann, 
building inspector of the District, 
made the following report: 

“The wooden roof trusses are 
very seriously overloaded, with in- 
secure bearings, and show evidences 
of having been reinforced at some 
time in an attempt to provide ad- 
ditional strength. Those trusses in 
their present condition are ab- 
solutely unsafe and constitute a 
grave danger, since the entire roof 
covering and the auditorium ceiling 
are dependent upon their structural 
strength for support. In view of 
the conditions determined as a re- 
sult of this last inspection, which in 
the opinion of this office constitute 
a serious and grave menace to life 
and limb, it is recommended that 
the further use of this building for 
assemblage be discontinued.” 

The wedding of Miss Wanda 
Durkee, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
J. Stanley Durkee, which was to 
have taken place in the First Con- 
sregational church tomorrow after- 
noon, will take place in the Calvary 
Baptist church, Eighth and H 
streets northwest, at 5:30 o’clock. 

At the national conference of the 
Congregational church, held in this 
city several months ago, it was de- 
cided to erect a large and beautiful 
church to take the place of the one 
which thas just been condemned. 
The campaign to raise funds for 
this proposed edifice is now on. 


Condemnation Is Blow. 


Dr. Pierce, the pastor, had hopes 
that the present structure would 
serve until it was time to start con- 
struction of the new one. The news 
that it would have to be abandoned 
immediately, he said, was an “‘un- 
expected and serious blow.”’ 

The fund for a new church, Dr. 
Pierce said, has not grown as fast 
as was expected and has not yet 
assumed sufficient proportions to 
justify starting construction of the 
new church. 

The present structure, although 
its auditorium is the largest of any 
Protestant church in Washington, 
has for many years been too small 
to hold the congregation. This is 
because of the large number of visi- 
tors who want to attend services 
there. 

In addition to President and Mrs. 
Coolidge, the congregation includes 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur and 
his family, Secretary of Agriculture 
Jardine and his family and Justice 
Harlan Fiske Stone and his family. 
It also includes a number of mem- 
bers of Congress.

TRAFFIC DEATHS HELD 
— DUE TO PEDESTRIANS 


‘Analysis of 30 Accidents by 
| Eldridge Places Blame 
on Carelessness. 


Most deaths resulting from traffic 
‘accidents thus far this year were 
| caused by carelessness of pedes- 
'trians, according to an analysis 
‘made public yesterday by Director 
of Traffic M. O. Eldridge. 

From January 1 to June 9, in- 
clusive, there were 30 traffic fatal- 
ities, as compared with 32 for the 
same period last year and 36 in 
1924. Twenty-five of those killed 
were pedestrians, four were motor- 
ists and one was a bicyclist. Four 
were killed by street cars. Of the 
others, eight were killed by motor- 
ists reported to have been driving 
|properly, one by a speeder, one by 
'a skidding car, one by a backing 
lear, three by reckless driving, two 
| by drivers who refused to vield 
right of way, one by a careless 
driver, one by a drunken driver, 
‘and in eight cases the cause was 
‘not assigned. 
| Of the 25 pedestrians killed, 
‘three were crossing the street at 
‘crosswalks, ten were crossing else- 
| where. five were walking in streets, 
itwo children were playing in the 
istreets, one in each case was con-

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COURT EXONCRATES 
THEATER BUILDERD 
~ OF BLAME IN CRASH 


Architect, Contractor, Iron 
Works Held Not Liable in 


Knickerbocker Disaster. 
DECISION IS REVERSED 
BY APPELLATE BENCH 


All Responsibility Rested on 
Owners, No Longer Liable. 
Ruling Declares. 


Reginald W..Geare, architect; 
John H. Ford, iron work con- 
tractor; the Union Iron Works, 
fabricators of the steel used in the 
construction of the Knickerbocker 
theater, and Frank L. Wagner, 
general contractor, who were 
named defendants in 50 damage 
suits resulting from the collapse of 
the roof and balcony of the theater 


January 28, 1922. were exonerated 
yesterday by the Court of Appeals. 

This court reversed a decision of 
the lower court, in which demu’- 
rers filed by these defendants weré 
overruled. The demurrers wers 
based on the alleged failure of the 
plaintiffs to be sufficiently definiis 
in their allegations of negligencs 
and the failure to charge fraud and 
deceit.

or the Knickerbocker Theater Co., 
who were also named defendants 
The appeals were prosecuted br 
yeare, Ford, the iron concern and 
Mr. Wagner. Wagner has since 
died and the cases against him 
abated for that reason, but the 
same reasons assigned by the ap 
pellate court for the exoneration of 
the defendants mentioned appiy 
also to Wagner. 

The decision is based principally 
on the finding by the court that the 
architect, iron work contractor and 
all other persons of concerns hav- 
ing a hand in the actual building 
of the theater had no conunection 
with the completed building after 
they turned it over to the Knicker- 
bocker Theater Co. and to Cran- 
dall as such. 


Responsibility Fixed. 


The court found that ali re- 
sponsibility for the safe condition 
of the building rested upon fhe 
owners of the building after they 
had accepted it as a safe structure 
from those engaged in the actuel 
building because none of the de 
fendants remained to do anything 
connected with the maintenance of 
the theater building or the theater 
business as operated by Mr. Crane 
dall. 

This leaves Mr. Crandall, the 
theater company and the District to 
be proceeded against. But since 
the crash, which killed 97 and in- 
jured 1083 persons, the Knicker- 
bocker Theater Co., Inc., has been 
dissolved and has no assets to 
satisfy a judgment, if one were 
rendered. The theater company, as 
a corporation, was operating the 
theater business and hence the lia- 
bility is a corporate one and not @ 
personal one affecting Mr. Cram- 
dall.
